Civil war 
in East 
Pakistan 
NEW DELHI, INDIA (UPI) - 
Civil war broke out today in East 
Pakistan and East Pakistani leader, 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, declared 
his province’s independence from 
West Pakistan. Pakistani president, 
Agha 
Mohammed 
Yahya 
Khan, 
declared him a traitor and ordered 
his army to crush the revolt. 
Indian news agencies said there 
were heavy casualties in fighting in 
Dacca, Chittagoing and other East 
Pakistani cities. Diplomatic reports 
said there were anti - government 
outbreaks in Karachi and other West 
Pakistan cities in support of the 
Rahman forces. 


Populous 
East 
Pakistan, 
se­ 
parated from West Pakistan by 
1,000-mile-wide India, had sought 
previously to break away from the 
larger but less populous western 
province. Today, Yahya Khan had 
ordered his 70,(KM) troops in the east 
to put down the revolt.

The Fourth District extends from 
a point at the edge of Solvang in the 
east, westerly through Lompoc and 
northerly to the mountains. Beattie 
said the Supervisors had to divide 
the county’s population of about 
264.000 equally between the live 
Supervisorial Districts. 
Earlier suggestions, Beattie said 
indicated the possibility of shifting 
some of the Santa Ynez area into the 
Fourth District and another to add 
some of the Isla Vista area. Beattie 
said either suggestion would be 
unsatisfactory 
compared 
with 
yesterday’s proposal to equalize the 
Fourth 
District 
by 
adding 
the 
Guadalupe, 
Casmalia 
and 
Los 
Alamos areas. 
The redistricting is based onaU. S. 
Supreme Court ruling on one man, 
one vote rule, Beattie said 
South Coast county supervisors

Dodger power brings fond memories 


VERO BEACH, Fla (U P I )— For a club that finished 14* 2 
gam es out of first place a year ago, the Los Angeles 
Dodgers are attracting an awful lot of experts to their 
bandwagon this spring. 


The whisper is around Florida, ‘‘See the Dodgers— 
they’re loaded,” and Dodger Manager Walter ‘ Smoky” Al­ 
ston, baseball’s quiet man, is just sitting in the sunshine and 
admitting f rankly that his club has got a lot of what it takes. 


Alston, the dean of major league m anagers, never was 
one to make rash predictions, and he sure isn’t doing that 
now 
But surveying a lineup that includes newcom ers 
Richie Allen and Duke Sim s and their big bats, even he is 
willing to adm it, “I have seen some power on this club that 
I haven t seen in the past—it’sencouraging.” 


The controversial Allen, who hit 34 hom ers and drove in 
101 runs for the Cardinals last year, and Sim s, who had 23 
homers for the Cleveland Indians, are the reasons for that 
new power, of course. For years, since the dear dead days 
when he managed people like Gil Hodges, Duke Snider, and 
Roy Campanella in Brooklyn, Alston has been bidding for 
pennants with Dodger team s that were loaded with pitching 


but very little hitting. 
One of the things Smoky did a lot during those years was 
to platoon players. 


It cam e about through n ecessity,” Alston explained. 
“ We had to try fellows at different positions in order to get 
more sock into the lineup. A player who can play more than 
one position helps him self as well as the ball club. I may 
platoon even more this year— for instance, I’ve got two, 
three, or four men who can play first base.” 


One of those potential firstsackers is Allen, who also can 
play third base as well as the outfield, where he has 
appeared most of his career with the Cardinals and 
Phillies. 
“ I’m going to postpone my decision on where to play 
Allen until the day before the season starts, and I may even 
change my mind after that,” Alston said 
Switch-hitter Wes Parker, who hit .319 and drove in 111 
runs last year, appears likely to start at first base, 
however BUI Grabarkewitz, who hit 289 and drove in 84 
runs, is set at second base. Shortstop is more wide open 
among Bill Russell, who cam e up from Spokane where he 
hit .363 to bat .259 in 81 gam es with the Dodgers, 38year-old 
Maury Wills, .270, and farmhand Bob Valentine, who hit

Auerbach scouting:Forget computer 
Buck's trainer takes 
his job seriously 


By MURRAY OLDERMAN 


BOSTON—(N E A )—This is the time of year when pro­ 
fessional basketball teams put their futures on the line. 
They gamble on the draft of college players, and one or 
two mistakes can set them back years. 
Arnold (Red) Auerbach, the general manager of the 
Boston Celtics, probably has been the most astute judge 
of embryonic talent in the modern game. And now he’s 
about to impart the wisdom of his judgment. 
“ There are certain things about scouting I don’t believe 
in,” he begins. “ I don’t believe in computers, and I don’t 
believe in cooperative scouting. How do you measure 
intestinal fortitude with a computer? How do you meas­ 
ure performance under stress and strain? 
“ All you can measure with a computer is a guy’s ability 
to shoot X per cent from a certain area.” 
So how does Red go about evaluating college players? 
“ You try to get their attitude, study their reactions to 
pick out whether a k’d’s a team player or a selfish player, 
what his attitude is toward winning. A lot of scouts like 
to sit up high where they can see the moves better. But 
I like to sit up close. I like to hear them talk. Up close, 
you can see what kind of guts he’s got, how he reacts to 
bumps. 
“ Then you go to fundamentals—reactions, quickness, 
timing, shooting habits. Is he a good passer? Does he 
play with his head up? Does he look at the whole court 
when he’s coming down with the ball if he’s a guard, or 
does he go blind? If he’s a big guy, can he put the ball 
on the floor?” 
Explain that please, Red. 
“ Can he drive? Then you check his outside shooting and, 
above all, the D E F E N S E . Of course, a lot depends on 
who his coach is: what type of offense they play, what 
type of defense.” 
How do you pick out whom you’re going to scout? 
“ You got to be realistic. If I ’m going to win a cham­ 
pionship, what’s the sense of me looking at Sidney Wicks 
or Artis Gilmore or Austin Carr? You look at players you 
might have a chance at. Durrett from LaSalle, Porter 
from Villanova, guys like that. They might go sixth, sev­ 
enth, eighth choice.” 
Have there been any Auerbach coups? 
“ One year I drafted (Frank) Ramsey, (Cliff) Hagan 
and (Lou) Tsioropoulos. Some were very lucky, like Sam 
Jones. I had never seen him play. I called up Bones M c­ 
Kinney and said, ‘Anybody down there? I don’t know who 
to take. Our team’s pretty well set.’ 
“ He said, ‘There’s one pretty fine kid, at North Caro­ 
lina College.’ So we drafted him. He was the ninth 
choice.” 
How about mistakes made in drafting0 
“ A lot of them. I took Bill Green (Colorado State) over 
Gus Johnson. Gus theoretically had a year to go in 
school. Green came into the Garden, had 14 of 15 shots. 
Three coaches told me he was great. I didn’t see him. I 
found out later he was unusual to say the least. He 
wouldn’t fly; he had other peculiarities. So I blew that 
one. 
“ I saw Wi'lis Reed play one time. He never got the ball 
and he was 20 pounds overweight. I picked John Richter 
over Rudy LaRusso. Richter hurt his back. Who knew 
after he turned pro LaRusso was going to grow an inch 
and a half and get stronger and quicker? 
“ There’s another mistake people make. They measure 
the size of a player and never consider the length of his 
arm. Je rry West is 6-3 but he’s equivalent to a 6-5 
player. So is Bill Russell. He’s 6-9 and % or whatever it 
is, but he’s got the arms of a seven-footer. A lot of hotshot 
writers from New York didn’t think Russell would be 
outstanding. He wasn’t faster than Walter Dukes, any 
stronger than Dukes or as good a shooter. But how do 
you measure heart and timing?”

Is there such a thing as a cinch draftee? 
“ The best college player today without a doubt is Aus­ 
tin Carr. He’s a complete ballplayer; he doesn’t make 
mistakes; he’s calm, competitive. And he fools you. What 
do you think he weighs? 190? He’s 210. Think how strong 
he is.” 
The draft in pro sports is supposed to be the great 
equalizer among teams, and in a way Auerbach agrees. 
“ The day of the dynasty,” says the man whose Celtics 
won 10 NBA titles in 12 years, “ is over. The Knicks? No 
way. They’re too old for that. Milwaukee got the only 
chance because they got the big man and they’re buying 
people.” 
What do the Celtics need to get back? 
“ We’re only one player away.” 
Red Auerbach’s looking.

partly because he is a regis­ 
tered physical therapist him­ 
self.) 
Garber is 36 and vigorous. 
He is a clothes horse who en­ 
joys it when friends see him 
in a restaurant and yell, 
“ Hey, Arnie, you goin’ to 
wear your double knits on 
the bench tonight?” 
He approaches his job as a 
professional. “ For too long 
trainers were just old club­ 
house men who didn’t know 
anything about taking care 
of athletes,” Garber says.

upgrade their profession, but 
it as yet has no legally bind­ 
ing powers to regulate hiring 
of trainers.) 


“ It’s amazing how little 
most athletes know about 
taking care of themselves, 
and a trainer has got to do 
more than tape ankles and 
pass out analgesic balms,” 
Garber says. 


Even such a veteran as 
Oscar Robertson had some­ 
thing to learn about getting 
the most out of his body, he 
adds. 


“Oscar 
always 
liked 
to 
take a whirlpool bath before 
a game and it took me a long 
time to convince him to stop 
it because something like 
that takes a lot out of your 
body,” Garber says. 


Though he is not one to 


hide his light under a medi­ 
cine bag, Garber refuses to 
take 
any 
credit 
for 
the 
Bucks’ romp-away success 
this year. He does, however, 
nraise coach Larry Costello 
for minimizing the time play­ 
ers have lost to injuries. 


“ I ’ve 
had 
complete 
co­ 
operation from Larry,” he 
says. “ Every day I give him 
an injury report and tell him 
who’ll be out and for how 
long. 
If 
I 
say 
someone 
shouldn’t play, Larry doesn’t 
play him.” 


Garber's lockerside man­ 
ner has also given the Buck 
players confidence in him.

There may be sound engineering reasons why inflatable 
air bags, which the government is insisting be installed 
in the front compartments of new cars beginning in 1974, 
are impractical. But if there are, Detroit has been 
strangely reticent about publicizing them. 
Instead, here are some of the arguments advanced by 
the automakers (along with counterarguments that 
come to mind): 


1. The bags might either fail to inflate or inflate 
accidentally. 
(According to federal safety experts, General Motors' 
own analysis shows that the chances of either happening 
are five times in every 100 million operations.) 
2. An accidentally inflating bag could obscure a 
driver’s vision and interfere with his control of the car, 
thus possibly causing a crash. 
(The bags 
inflate with an inert gas and deflate 
automatically within hundredths of a second, just long 
enough to cushion a forward-moving body. The whole 
operation is over before the human brain has registered 
it. Also see answer above.) 


3. The bags wouldn’t give protection if a car rolls over 
or is hit from the side. 
(Neither would they give protection from the cornice 
of a building falling on a car. ) 
(Seriously, the bags are a “ passive restraint’’ system 
requiring no positive action by a driver or passenger. 
They are designed to help save the lives and health of 
those three out of four Americans who absolutely refuse 
to wear seat or shoulder belts. But belts would still be 


necessary in case of rollovers. As for side collisions — 
well, what do you propose, Detroit?) 
4. The bags would inflate when one car strikes a second 
car, but if the first car bounced into a third car, no 
further protection would be available. 
(That’s another reason why belts would still be 
necessary.) 
5. A passenger could still be thrown into a windshield 
during the panic braking that precedes a crash and 
before bag inflation is triggered. 
(See answer above.) 
6. The force of an inflating bag could pop out car 
windows or spring door latches. 
(So could the force of a collision. Also see answers to 4 
and 5.) 
7. Occupants could “ submarine” under a bag and thus 
not be protected by it. 
(See answers to 4, 5, and 6. > 
8. Children sitting or standing on the car floor might be 
injured when the bag pops out at close range. 
(Would this injury be greater than the injury they 
might receive by being thrown against or under a 
dashboard? Anyway, parents should not permit their 
children to sit or stand on the floor, especially in the 
front compartment.) 
What the anti-inflation bag arguments seem to boil 
down to is that this safety device would not guarantee 
perfect safety in every conceivable contingency. 
Unfortunately, perfection is not to be had this side of 
heaven, which is where 55,000 motorists last year found 
themselves prematurely.

As a result of having lived and studied for five months 
among the 40-member tribe of Cahuilla Indians in 
Southern California, Prof. Hansjakob Seiler of West 
Germany’s Cologne University is one of a handful of 
persons in the world, white or Indian, who can speak the 
Cahuillas’ centuries-old language.

league baseball program There are 
two main divisions (leagues) with 
no games scheduled between those 
divisions.

Bombing incidents

reported bombing incidents. The 
total

astonishing 812. They vary from the 
destruction of the University of 
Wisconsin 
Army 
Mathematics 
Research Center last August 24, 
with one 
fatality 
and 
property 
damage of $7 million, to small 
homemade bombs that fizzle out in 
washrooms and broom closets. 
What 
is 
also 
astonishing is how 
l it t le 
the 
D ep a rtm en t 
of 
Justice 
seems 
to 
know 
about 
this 
rash of 
bombings 
or, at any rate, how 
little 
information 
they 
will 
make 
known. In one inci- 
, 
dent after another 
t 
the 
suspects 
are 
still fugitives with, 
if one accepts the 
statement 
of 
the 
Ju stice 
D epart­ 
ment, small chance 
that they will be 
found and brought 
to trial. 
In the Wisconsin bombing the 
suspects are four youths ranging in 
age from 18 to 22, three of them 
former university students and one 
a high-school dropout. In the early 
fall the three were reported close to 
arrest in a small upstate New York 
town. The Justice Department now 
believes they are in Canada and 
probably 
beyond 
the 
reach 
of 
American justice. 
In case after case, where the 
federal government has come in 
under statutes covering interstate 
travel in conspiring to riot and 
bomb, fugitives have eluded the 
FBI. 
F B I 
appropriations 
grow 
bigger 
and 
bigger 
every 
year. 
Attorney General John N. Mitchell 
claims the right to indiscriminate 
wire tapping limited only by self- 
restraint, which is no limit at ail. 
Yet the net result as the wave of 
bombing accelerates is so meager 
that 
critics 
are 
beginning 
to 
question the effectiveness in this 
area of the FBI. So sanctified has J. 
Edgar Hoover become in his 75th 
year that it is heresy to suggest any 
flaw in the agency he has headed for 
46 years. Yet the facts — or the lack 
of facts — seem to speak for 
themselves. 
Progress is reported in detecting 
those who planted the bomb in the 
capitol 
that 
did 
an 
estimated 
$300,000 damage. 
Hoover told a 
congressional committee that the 
F B I 
had 
some 
solid 
leads. 
Congressional sources now say that 
indictments can be expected. 
The F B I has gone all out on the 
conspiracy case in which two 
priests, Father Daniel and Father 
Philip Berrigan are the principals. 
They 
had 
been 
convicted 
of 
destroying 
draft 
records, 
a 
deliberate act of protest committed 
at Catonsville, Md 
Father Philip was caught in fairly 
short order and sent to the federal 
penitentiary at Danbury, Conn. But 
for four 
months 
Father Daniel 
almost literally thumbed his nose at 
his pursuers. He would preach a 
sermon or pray with some of his 
underground 
followers 
and then 
disappear again as the F’BI thought 
they had tracked him down. 
Both the Berrigans were in prison 
at Danbury when the conspiracy 
indictment 
was 
returned 
in 
Harrisburg, Pa. It charged Father 
Philip and five others, including 
nuns and a former priest, with 
plotting to bomb the heating system 
of the capitol in Washington and 
then kidnap Henry A. Kissinger, the 
President’s 
adviser 
on 
security 
affairs. Father Daniel was named 
along with six others as a co- 
conspirator but he was not indicted. 
Hoover had already made the 
headlines when, in testifying before 
a 
congressional 
committee, 
he 
disclosed what has become known 


as the George Washington birthday 
plot, 
that 
being 
the 
day 
the 
conspirators were to close down the 
government and carry off Kissinger. 
It has long been Hoover custom to 
produce a sensation when testifying 
for F B I appropriations. 
The Berrigans have won many 
friends 
convinced 
that 
the 
conspiracy law is a dubious weapon 
and particularly when, as in this 
instance, 
no 
overt 
act 
was 
committed. 
One friend 
is Rep. 
William R. Anderson of Tennessee, 
who retired from the Navy after a 
distinguished 
career 
as 
the 
commander of the first atomic 


submarine, the Nautilus, making 
the first transpolar voyage under 
the ice. Anderson recently paid his 
sixth visit to the Berrigans at 
Danbury 
and 
reported 
them 
confident and in buoyant spirits. 
Their trial in early October — 
former Attorney General Ramsey 
Clark is a defense counsel — wiil 
range over 
the whole area of 
conspiracy and loyalty. It promises 
to be a landmark case attracting 
worldwide attention 
The Justice 
Department has a bear by the tail, 
with the outcome unpredictable.
